Article IV. of the British treaty authorising 
British snhjects to travel with passports in 
Korea for pleasure or -purporen of trade, and 
which seomed to baar an exolusive meaning, and 
that freedoin of travelling in the inferior was 
deorrred for any other purpose has been modifind 
in the Fronoh troaty, to the affect that French 
anbjects can freal? obtain passports to travel in 
the interior of Koraa without decd wing thad they 
Jo a for pleasure or purnoses of tr ide, vad this 
uaplicitly permits them to yayage through the 
country for other purposes, including teaching. 

As, moreover, by the sam Articla travollers 
in Korea, if arreated for any supposed affence, 
shall ba handed over to tha nearest Consul for 
punishment, Freuch teachers will henceforth be 
uo longer exposed, if impodod.ia their travels, to 
be maltreated by the Korean officials, but will 
ho judged by the authorities of their owa conn 
try, and thug by the forea of the treaty all per: 
saontion of Catholic Missionaries is rendered 
impossible in the future, through their boing 
thus withdrawn from the territorial jurisdiction.- 

Apparontly thoso aro small concessions; bat 
thoy wore deemed sufficieat to moot the em- 
ergency, and they evinces on the part of the 
Korean Sovereign a gracious disposition which 
mot with corresponding appreciation by the. 
French Minister, as. providing a stepping stone 
to something moro propitious in the futnro, and 
solving the difficulties that threatened the 
failure of tho Fronch diplomatic mission and 
tite creation of msatistactory relations between 
Franco aud Korea, oan 
The Freuch Catholic Missionaries in Koros 
by the above wise and conciliatary arrangemont 
will now find themsolves in the same position as 
their conjfrérea in Japan, where, without an 
explicit treaty, permission to travel and teac 
the Catholio religion. it ismuvertheloss spreading 
extensively and frooly, through the gracious con- 
desconsion of His Impertal Majesty the Mikado. 
Thus a happy termination was arrived at after 
the long, diffieult, French negotiations, and the 
treaty was sirucdon the 4th Juue iu the large 
hall of the Korean Tsung-li-yamen by the French 
Minister af the Court of Peking, M. G. Co- 
gordan, as Plenipotentiary for Franca, and by 
I, B. Kim-man-sik, and by Judge Denny as 
Plenipotentiaries for tha King of Korea.
